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THE  OLIVET  CONSERVATORY  OF  MUSIC. 


In  1874  the  trustees  of  Olivet  College,  realizing  the  impor- 
tance of  the  serious  study  of  music  as  a  means  of  general  cul- 
ture, organized  the  Conservatory  of  Music,  which  has  ever 
since  been  connected  with  the  institution.  A  charter  was  ob- 
tained for  it  at  that  time. 

Music  is  the  elementary  and  fundamental  form  of  human 
expression.  It  has  a  splendid  history  in  the  progress  and  de- 
velopment of  our  modern  culture.  It  is  no  longer  necessary  to 
establish  a  relation  between  art  and  culture,  for  that  relation  is 
already  in  existence.  It  is  for  all  who  are  interested  in  the  true 
progress  of  the  human  mind  to  commit  themselves  to  the  recog- 
nition of  this  relation. 

President  G.  Stanley  Hall,  the  eminent  psychologist  of 
Clarke  University,  in  an  address  delivered  last  winter  before 
the  National  Music  Teachers'  Association,  said :  ''Musical 
culture  in  its  large  sense  is  the  most  liberal  and  humanistic  of 
all  studies,  perhaps  not  even  excepting  literature.  Thus  it  fol- 
lows that  there  is  no  subject,  not  one,  in  the  high  school  and 
college  curriculum  that  should  be  taken  by  so  large  a  propor- 
tion of  students.  As  a  branch  of  all  truly  liberal  culture,  music 
can  now  claim  a  high  and  ever  higher  place.  Modern  psychol- 
ogy and  aesthetics  can  hardly  lay  too  great  stress  upon  the  edu- 
cational value  of  familiarity  with  the  great  works  of  the  best 
masters  of  music  for  young  men  and  maidens.  Music  is  the 
language  of  the  feelings,  or  the  heart.  Speech  is  the  language 
of  the  intellect,  but  the  feelings  are  older  and  vaster.  The  in- 
tellect is  chiefly  the  product  of  individual  development,  but  the 
heart  represents  the  race."  The  really  high-grade  colleges  of 
this  country  have  in  many  instances  established  a  musical  de- 
partment or  annex,  called  a  Conservatory  of  Music.  Many  of 
the  best  instructors  in  the  musical  profession  are  connected 
with   them.      For  many   reasons,   and   chiefly   because   of   the 
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affinity  existing;-  between  literature  and  the  arts,  these  conserva- 
tories furnish  the  best  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nuisic. 

Experience  has  shown  that  in  order  to  express  tliou^hts  and 
feelings  in  the  language  of  music,  all  of  life's  experiences  are 
necessary.  A  varied  knowledge  of  science,  literature  and 
philosophy  is  needed.  The  best  place  to  enjoy  the  opportuni- 
ties of  such  study  in  connection  with  musical  work  is  in  the 
conservatory  wdiich  is  connected  with  the  college  as  a  part  of  it. 

The  Olivet  Conservatory  is  particularly  fortunate  in  this  re- 
gard. The  relation  between  the  Conservatory  and  the  College 
makes  it  possible  here  for  the  student  to  develop  his  highest 
powers. 

The  superior  instruction  offered,  the  systematic  arrangement 
of  the  practice  and  study  hours,  the  courses  in  Musical  Theory, 
History,  and  Ear-training,  and  the  musical  atmosphere  that 
exists  where  enthusiasm  and  love  for  music  is  so  prevalent  as 
at  Olivet,  are  great  factors  in  musical  development  and  make  it 
an  ideal  place  for  the  study  of  music.  The  reaction  of  the  gen- 
eral educational  spirit  is  helpful  to  the  quality  of  the  musical 
work. 

Courses  in  literature,  modern  languages,  history  and  science 
are  open  to  the  Conservatory  student.  Olivet  Conservatory 
requires  of  and  provides  for  its  students  a  well-rounded  general 
education,  and  experience  has  proven  it  a  wise  policy. 

Olivet  Conservatory  endeavors  to  serve  two  classes  of  stu- 
dents. The  college  student  who  has  no  thought  of  professional 
musicianship  may  receive  instruction  in  single  courses  in  prac- 
tical musical  performance,  and  the  various  courses  in  theory  of 
music  are  open  to  him  as  college  electives.  Membership  in  the 
Conservatory  Chorus  for  oratorio  work  and  frequent  concerts 
and  recitals  give  him  opportunity  to  acquire  familiarity  with 
much  of  the  best  in  musical  literature ;  and  good  music  needs 
but  to  be  know^n  to  assume  its  rightful  supremacy. 

For  the  student  who  plans  to  pursue  the  serious  study  of 
music  leading  to  professional  work.  Olivet  offers  strong  courses 
in  piano,  violin,  organ,  voice  and  theory.  All  orchestral  instru- 
ments are  taught,  and  a  course  for  teachers  of  public  school 
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music  is  also  given.  Graduates  from  the  Conservatory  are 
filling  important  positions  in  the  musieal  world  as  teachers, 
singers,  concert  pianists,  organists,  and  supervisors  of  public 
school  music. 


SCHOLARSHIPS   IN   OLIVET   CONSERVATORY. 


To  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools  planning  to  pursue 
seriously  the  study  of  music,  Olivet  Conservatory  of  Music 
offers  scholarships  under  the  follov\^ing  conditions : 

1.  The  student  must  have  attained  an  average  of  ninety 
per  cent  during  his  entire  high  school  course. 

2.  During  one  semester's  residence  in  Olivet  he  must  have 
manifested  stability  of  character,  a  high  grade  of  scholarship 
in  all  work,  and  sufficient  musical  ability  to  warrant  his  adop- 
tion of  music  as  a  profession. 

3.  Such  scholarships  will  be  granted  at  the  close  of  the  first 
semester  of  each  year  by  the  Director  of  the  Conservatory  to 
the  students  entering  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  who  have 
proved  themselves  worthy  in  character,  scholarship  and  ability, 
and  who  signify  their  intention  to  finish  one  of  the  courses 
leading  to  graduation. 

4.  These  scholarships  will  entitle  the  holder  to  an  allow- 
ance of  $15.00  on  tuition  for  each  of  three  consecutive  semes- 
ters in  whatever  course  he  may  have  elected  at  the  time  of 
his  entrance. 

5.  In  case  of  two  or  more  applicants  from  the  same  school, 
the  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  the  one  who  shall  have 
attained  the  highest  rank  during  his  semester's  residence  in 
Olivet. 


1907   AND    1908. 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  advancement  in  all  lines  of 
musical  work.  Three  graduates — Bessie  May  Lee,  of  Frank- 
fort, Grace  Louise  Scott,  of  Bay  City,  and  Mildred  Cossar 
Wilde,  of  New  York  City — from  the  piano  department  of  the 
Conservatory,  marked  the  year's  progress.     The  graduating 
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recitals  i^ivcn  by  these  young  women  were  of  a  high  order, 
showing  well-rounded  study  guided  by  skillful  teachers. 

The  two  candidates  who  received  State  certificates  for  the 
completion  of  the  course  in  Public  School  Music  —  Grace 
Louise  Scott  and  Henrietta  Ely — are  both  located  as  teachers 
for  the  coming  year. 

The  Treble  Clef  Chorus,  now  an  integral  part  of  the  Con- 
servatory, under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Bintlifif,  made  the  sec- 
ond annual  concert  tour  of  the  State,  visiting  and  singing  in 
some  of  the  larger  cities.  Their  success  was  marked,  and  the 
artistic  quality  of  their  work  received  everywhere  the  warmest 
praise. 

The  Conservatory  Exhibition,  which  took  place  on  Tuesday 
afternoon,  June  i6th,  attracted  a  very  large  audience.  The 
school  year  closed  with  a  fine  concert  on  Wednesday  evening, 
June  17th.  The  program  consisted  of  Barnby's  "Rebekah'' 
and  Rossini's  "Stabat  Mater,''  given  with  fine  enthusiasm  by 
the  Conservatory  Chorus  with  excellent  soloists,  the  whole 
being  accompanied  by  full  orchestra,  piano  and  pipe  organ. 


1 908- 1 909. 

Many  applications  have  already  been  made  for  admission  to 
the  Conservatory  for  the  coming  year.  Realizing  the  impor- 
tance of  good  foundation  work  done  in  early  youth,  if  any  de- 
gree of  proficiency  is  ever  to  be  attained,  the  Conservatory  re- 
ceives students  of  every  grade.  Those  who  plan  to  take  any 
of  the  Conservatory  courses  can  receive  without  extra  tuition 
instruction  in  required  literary  subjects  in  the  College  and  sub- 
freshman  classes.  In  addition  to  required  subjects.  Conserva- 
tory students  are  allowed  to  elect  any  English  courses  offered 
in  the  College.  Students  residing  in  Olivet  or  in  adjacent  towns 
may  enter  the  Conservatory  for  musical  work  as  day  pupils. 
The  improved  standard  of  the  Olivet  public  schools  makes  this 
village  a  desirable  place  for  parents  who  wish  to  locate  with 
their  children  where  they  may  have  superior  musical  advan- 
tages while  pursuing  their  elementary  school  work. 

Rates  of  tuition  are  moderate  and  the  cost  of  living  is  rea- 
sonable. 
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COURSES    OF    STUDY. 


Prescribed  courses  in  Piano,  Pipe  Organ,  Violin,  Flute  and 
other  orchestral  instruments.  Voice,  Theory  and  History  of 
Music,  and  Public  School  Music  are  given.  These  courses 
cover  very  comprehensive  work  in  all  departments.  For  the 
completion  of  the  Piano,  Pipe  Organ,  Violin  and  Voice,  four 
or  more  years  are  required  for  each,  according  to  the  stage  of 
advancement  when  the  student  enters.  When  credits  can  be 
given  for  work  already  done,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  management 
to  do  so ;  but  much  depends  upon  the  quality  of  the  instruction 
previously  taken,  and  the  work  done  must  have  the  approval 
of  the  teachers  in  the  various  departments,  together  with  that 
of  the  Director,  in  order  to  receive  credit.  The  course  in 
Theory  and  History  of  Music  covers  three  years,  and  that  of 
Public  School  Music  may  be  completed  in  two  years  under  the 
most  favorable  conditions.  Details  of  all  these  courses  may  be 
obtained  from  Prof.  Bintlifif,  Director  of  the  Conservatory. 


LITERARY   REQUIREMENTS. 


Candidates  for  graduation  must  have  credit  for  academic 
work  equivalent  to  the  following :  History,  two  units ;  Natu- 
ral Science,  one  unit ;  Algebra,  one  unit ;  German,  two  units ; 
French,  one  unit ;  English,  four  units ;  Bible,  one-half  unit. 
The  English  consists  of  three  vmits  of  preparatory  or  high 
school  work ;  freshman  Rhetoric  and  one-half  unit  of  elective 
college  EngHsh. 


THE   CONSERVATORY   LIBRARY. 


This  library  was  started  eleven  years  ago  with  the  object  of 
supplying  students  with  all  the  music  needed  for  their  various 
courses  at  little  cost.  It  embraces  all  classes  of  music  and  all 
grades  from  the  simplest  studies  to  the  masterpieces  of  both 
classic  and  modern  composers.  A  small  fee  is  charged  each 
student  for  the  use  of  this  library.  It  affords  the  teachers  a 
much  larger  and  more  valuable  selection  to  choose  from  than 
can  be  afforded  by  the  ordinary  method  of  sale. 
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CONSERVATORY    PRlX'ILECiES. 


These  privileges  may  be  briefly  enumerated.  The  Musical 
Guild,  a  society  formed  for  the  students  of  the  Conservatory 
and  College,  w^ith  weekly  meetings,  for  the  study  of  musical 
literature  and  performance  of  the  best  music. 

The  choir  open  to  both  College  and  Conservatory  students. 
The  sight-reading  class  likew^ise  free  to  all. 

The  Conservatory  Chorus,  conducted  by  Prof.  Bintlifif,  and 
the  Conservatory  Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  B. 
Martin.  Opportunities  for  public  performance  by  the  advanced 
students  in  all  departments  of  the  Conservatory. 

A  series  of  recitals  by  the  Conservatory  faculty  and  by  artists 
from  abroad   free  to  Conservatory  pupils.

No  student  of  the  Conservatory  is  allowed  to  take  a  musical 
part  in  any  public  exercise,  without  permission  of  his  teacher. 

No  student  is  allowed  to  engage  in  teaching  or  to  receive  in- 
struction in  music  outside  of  the  Conservatory. 

The  holidays  of  the  Conservatory  are  those  observed  by  the 
College. 

Semesters  in  the  Conservatory  commence  with  those  of  the 
College. 

Pupils  in  the  Conservatory  are  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  College. 

By  registering  as  a  student  of  the  Conservatory,  it  is  under- 
stood that  these  regulations  are  agreed  to  and  accepted  by  the 
student  thus  entering.
